RESTRICTION 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a collimation device and the testing thereof, classified in 

class 378, subclass 147. 

II. Claims 10-12, drawn to a method of testing a radiology apparatus wherein the 

radiology apparatus is not a collimation device, classified in class 73. 

Examiner 's Note 

The Examiner points out that claims 1-12 are replete with indefinite language under 35 
use 1 12, second paragraph. The Applicant is asked to thoroughly review and amend said claims 
in order to expedite prosecution of said claims. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 



Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, Invention I has a collimation device comprising testing the 
operation of an "assembly" while Invention II has separate utility such as testing a radiology 
apparatus by tools wherein the tools form part of a collimation device. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Invention I is not required for Invention II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 



CONCLUSION
